"In the Western anil Southwestern 
range country the famous white-fac­ 
ed, or Hereford, outvotes other beef 
familes almost ten to one. Original 
Hereford stock in America was pos­ 
sessed of long, graceful headarms — 
horns that served and were needed as 
weapons. That, however, as before 
Uncle Sam joined the plainsmen in a 
ar to exterminate predatory beasts. 
The wolf—the stockman’s 
greatest 
enemy of the early days—has almost 
disappeared from the range. Cougar 
are no longer in menace. 
Bears are 
scarce. Coyotes ar eabout the only 
stockkillers left to conquer, and even 
the wild dog isn't so destructive as 
he was ten years ago. Also, more care 
is given to* calving cows. They no 
longer need horns. She order has 
gone out to disarm the bovine world 
and Nature is doing more than her 
share to carry out the kause. 
"Herefords, today the moat popular 
range breed In the world, came from 
Herefordshire.

The positon of the farmer, in rela­ 
tion to other lines of industry, and 
the low purchasing power of the farm 
dollar were thoroughly discussed and 
explained by O. E. Bradfute, president 
of the National Farm Bureau Associa­ 
tion, before the Xenia Rotary Club, 
at the Elks’ Club, Tuesday noon. 
Mr. Bradfute laid Stress 
on 
the 
workings of the National Farm Bu­ 
reau and the steps being taken by 
that organization to relieve Hie farm­ 
er's situation. 
“The value of $100 in the hands of 
a farmer, a few years ago. is only $65 
at the present day,” declared Presi­ 
dent Bradfute, pointing out the con­ 
dition in Greene County the state 
and nation. The speaker showed the 
necessity of the farmer’s dollar being 
put upon an equal basis with ‘hat of 
the merchant and other lines -A pro­ 
duction. 
The annual production of 
crops in Greene County amounts to 
three millions of dollars, Mr 
Brad­ 
fute stated, during 
his explanation 
that if the dollar of the farmer were 
raised to its true value, it would add 
one million dollars to the county farm 
production. 
The amount as divided 
among farmers, would be about $100 
dollars each. Mr. Bradfute declared. 
“If every fa. im .• iii the County could 
spend $400 more each year, business 
in Xenia would boom, wovldn’i it 
The sim ilar position among farm­ 
ers over the state, and the nation re­ 
sults iii billions of dollars being lost 
each year, the speaker stated. 
“The truth is that the farmer is 
not making money, but is living off 
of his own farm. 
He is not keeping 
up the fertility of his soil, lawmaking 
no improvements, and cannot raise 
his standard of living,” Mr. Bradfute 
said. 
“Farmers in the west, and also 
in Ohio are borrowing 
money 
to 
make ends meet, and if this is al­ 
lowed to continue peasantry will re­ 
sult over the country, 
a 
condition 
similar to that among the Serfs, in 
Russia,” he declared. 
The methods adopted by the Na­ 
tional Farm Bureau Association, to 
combat the existing conditions, were 
explained by President Bradfute, who 
stated that the National organization 
is hiring experts, to secure means of 
relieving the condition, and inter­ 
esting business men, soliciting their 
support, and makng them understand 
the true situation. 
The 
excessive 
trade rates, coal prices, 
how 
the 
farmer is made to bear the brunt of 
the national situation by being forced 
to pay 55 per cent of the freight bill 
of America, in selling and buying his 
products, were clearly told ny Hie 
Farm Bureau executive, 
“Xenia would be helpless without 
the farmers of the county”, declared 
the speaker, in urging 
the 
business 
men, members of the club, to under­ 
stand the situation. 
At the club business meeting, held 
Tuesday, the 
Xenia 
Rotary 
Club 
took sides with school authorities of 
the county, in relation to the showing 
of the “Fatty” Arbuckle films in the 
county, the following resolution be 
mg unanim ously enuorsed and pass­ 
ed:

to hear the plea of the Armenians for 
the establishment of a national home 
in Turkey. 
Both Ismet Pasha and Riza Nut Bey 
sent strongly worded communications 
to the conference protesting the deci­ 
sion is) allow the Armenians to state 
their case. 
The Turkish envoys dc< lared that 
if the Armenians, who had no official 
standing and represented no Independ­ 
ent government, were heard by the 
conference, there was no reason whi­ 
ttle Egyptians or the Irish should not 
be allowed, to present demands. 
The 
ao-( ailed 
irregular 
Egyptian 
delegation has been waiting in laiu- 
•anne for more than a month for per­ 
mission to he heard by the conference 
and voice a demand for the independ­ 
ence of Egypt and 
complete with­ 
drawal of the British army. 
In consequence of the Turkish pro­ 
test the official m eeting of the sub­ 
commission was postponed and the 
representatives of the inviting pow­ 
ers, Great Britain, France arid Italy, 
sitting alone, listened to the Arme­ 
nian spokesmen, who suggested that 
a home be e>tablished iii the north­ 
east vilayets of Turkey, which should 
include historic Mount Ararat, or a 
section in Cilicia. 
It was impossible, 
he declared, for the proposed Arme­ 
nian home to amalgamate with the 
Armenian republic of Erzivan. which 
had been taken over by the Moscow 
soviets. 
The Armenians would wil­ 
lingly accept the sam e relationship 
with Turkey as the dominions with 
England. 
In conclusion he asked for 
exemption from military service for 
the Armenians and urged maintenance 
of the orthodox patriarch in Constan 
tinople. 
The entente delegates took the Ar­ 
menian petition under advisement, as 
they also did petitions from the Bul­ 
garians and the ancient people known 
as the Assyro-Chaldeans. 
Hopeful progress was made on the 
problem of the Greek patriarch. 
The 
French suggested as a possible solu­ 
tions that permission be granted the 
patriarch to remain in Constantinople 
as an autonomous archbishop, with 
the understanding that he would in no 
way represent political or administra­ 
tive matters or voice the ambitions 
or incarnate aspirations of Greece; 
he would exist as a religious figure. 
The straits problem remains unset­ 
tled; 
the allies are striving to ar 
range some formula for a general col 
lective guarantee that Turkey will not 
be subjected to foreign aggression.

Residents of Hamilton must pay higher rates for their na- I 
tural gas, supplied by the municipal gas plant. 
I 
City council has adopted an ordinance under which the price 
I 
of the municipally-furnished fuel will be 70 cents per thousand 
cubic feet for the first 5.000 cubic feet, and 80 cents per thousand I 
for all over 5,000 cubic feet, plus a monthly meter charge of 
ten cents. 
The ordinance was passed after the higher rate schedule 
was recommended by Mayor Harry J. Koehler, Jr. 
In his re- : 
port to council, Mayor Koehler said: 
“It is an essential to the successful operation of any business, j 
either publicly or privately owned, that the revenues derived 
from the commodity should be sufficient to pay the cost of the 
purchase, operation and maintenance and provide for the re­ 
demption of its bonded debt and the interest thereon. 
“The sinking fund statement of the gas plan discloses that 
from 1904 to August. 1922, the gas plant has not been operated 
on a sound business basis in that the earnings of the plant were 
insufficient to provide for the payment of its bonds issued for 
the construction of the distribution system, etc., and interest 
thereon, together with cost of purchase, operation and mainten­ 
ance of the plant with the result that the taxpayers through the 
sinking fund have paid the sum of $185,185 for the payment of 
bonds and interest. 
“It is evident from the sinking fund statement that the city 
has been selling gas to the consumer at less than the actual cost 
of the product delivered/’

Residents of Hamilton must pay h i g h e r rates for their na- j 
tural gas, supplied by the municipal gas plant. 
City council has adopted an ordinance under which the price 
of the municipally-furnished fuel will be 70 cents per thousand . 
cubic feet for the first 5.000 cubic feet, and 80 cents per thousand 
for all over 5,000 cubic feet, plus a monthly meter charge of 
ten cents. 
The ordinance was passed after the higher rate schedule 
was recommended by Mayor Harry J. Koehler, Jr. 
In his re- . 
port to council. Mayor Koehler said: 
“It is an essential to the successful operation of any business, 
either publicly or privately owned, that the revenues derived 
from the commodity should be sufficient to pay the cost of the 
purchase, operation and maintenance and provide for the re­ 
demption of its bonded debt and the interest thereon. 
"The sinking fund statement of the gas plan discloses that 
from 1904 to August, 1922, the gas plant has not been operated 
on a sound business basis in that the earnings of the plant were 
insufficient to provide for the payment of its bonds issued for 
the construction of the distribution system, etc., and interest 
thereon, together with cost of purchase, operation and mainten­ 
ance of the plant with the result that the taxpayers through the 
sinking fund have paid the sum of $185,185 for the payment of 
bonds and interest. 
“It is evident from the sinking fund statement that the city 
has been selling gas to the consumer at less than the actual cost 
of the product delivered.”

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PRICE OF HAMILTON’S HOME MADE GAS BOOSTED. 


Residents of Hamilton must pay higher rates for their na- j 


tural gas, supplied by the municipal gas plant. 


City council has adopted an ordinance under which the price 


of the municipally-furnished fuel will be 70 cents per thousand 


cubic feet for the first 5,000 cubic feet, and 80 cents per thousand 


for all over 5,000 cubic feet, plus a monthly meter charge of 


ten cents. 


The ordinance was passed after the higher rate schedule 


was recommended by Mayor Harry J. Koehler, Jr. 
In his re- j 


port to council, Mayor Koehler said: 


“It is an essential to the successful operation of any business, J 


either publicly or privately owned, that the revenues derived 


from the commodity should be sufficient to pay the cost of the 


purchase, operation and maintenance and provide for the re­ 


demption of its bonded debt and the interest thereon. 
“The sinking fund statement of the gas plan discloses that 
from 1904 to August, 1922, the gas plant has not been operated 
on a sound business basis in that the earnings of the plant were 
insufficient to provide for the payment of its bonds issued for 
the construction of the distribution system , etc., and interest 
thereon, together with cost of purchase, operation and m ainten­ 
ance of the plant with the result that the taxpayers through the 
sinking fund have paid the sum of $185,185 for the paym ent of 
bonds and interest. 
“It is evident from the sinking fund statement that the city 
has been selling gas to the consumer at less than the actual cost 
of the product delivered.” 


PROTECT AMERICAN INDUSTRY. 


The protest of the Berlin press 
against 
American 
tariff 
schedules will not carry much weight with those who realize the 
need for protection. 
It is notorious that as a result of cheap labor 
German producers were able to engage in unfairly favorable com­ 
petition with American producers in the markets of this country 
—and the Berlin protest only goes to prove the efficacy of the 
new tariff as a means of protection. 
The permanent tariff m eas­ 
ure was not enacted to please foreign nations, but to furnish need­ 
ed protection to America.
